Any person who shall sell or 
offer for sale, or furnish or deliver, or have in 
hispossession, with intent to sell or offer for sale 
or furnish or deliver to any creamery, cheese 
factory, corporation, person or persons whatso-
ever, as pure, wholesome and unskimmed, any 
unnierchantable, adulterated, impure- or un-
wholesome milk, shall, upon conviction thereof, 
he punished by a fine of not less than twenty-
five nor more than one hundred dollars for each 
and every offense.
